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LONDON. 



ST. MARY-LE-SAVOY (CHAPEL ROYAL) 

Is situate between the river Thames and the Strand. Gawain Douglas, 
Bishop of Dankeld, the translator of Virgil, and George Wither, the 
poet, were buried here. 

This edifice was restored by the Qaeen in 1885, having been destroyed 
by fire the year previously. It is noted as the place of meeting of the 
" Savoy Conference " for the revision of the Liturgy, which took place 
on the restoration of Charles II. 

The Services are fully choral, and Ct-^mmence at 11 a.m. and 7 p.m. 
The building is Crown property, and the expenses are paid by the 
Queen. 

ST. PAUL'S, COVENT GARDEN, 

Built by Inigo Jones, is interesting as the burial-place of Butler, author 
of ''Hudibras;" William Wycherley, the dramatist; Grinling Gib- 
bons, the sculptor and carver in wood ; Mrs. Centilivre, the dramatic 
authoress ; Dr. Ame, the musical composer ; Sir Peter Lely, the 
painter; Dr. Juhn Armstrong, poet and author; and John Wolcot 
(** Peter Pindar"), the satirist. 

Services, 11 a.m. and 7 p.m. 

ST. MARY-LE-BOW, 

Better known as Bow Church (situate on the south side of Chcapside), 
is one of Sir Christopher Wren*s masterpieces. It possesses a spire of 
great architectural beauty, and a clock projecting into the street, which 
excites universal attention. 

ST. BRIDE'S, FLEET STREET, 

The interior of which is much admired, is also the work of Wren. 
Wynkyn de Worde, the printer ; Sir Richard Baker, author of " The 
Chronicle;" Lovelace, the poet; Ogilby, Sandford, and Richardson, 
the novelist, were buried here. 

There is a copy here of Rubens* '* Descent from the Cross " in 
stained glass. 

Services, 11 a.m. and 6.30 p.m. 

ST. STEPHEN'S, WALBROOK, 

At the rear of the Mansion House, is another of Wren*s creations, and 
is considered one of his best efforts. It has a commonplace exterior ;

MARLBOROUGH HOUSE, 

Now tbe residence of the Prince of Wales. This building was con- 
stimcted for John Churchill, the great Duke of Marlborough, and was 
subsequently occupied by Prince Leopold, the late King of the 
Belgians, and Queen Adelaide, widow of William lY. ; and was after- 
wards used as an exhibition for the Yemon and Turner Galleries. 

Though unostentatious in outward appearance, it has been most 
elegantly fitted up for its present royal occupants. 

BUCKINGHAM PALACE 

Is the town residence of Her Majesty. It was commenced by George 
III., partially finished by William lY., and occupied for the first time 
by Queen Yictoria. 

From here the royal processions on all state occasions start. 

The interior is magnificently decorated, and contains a collection of 
very fine pictures, the works of Rembrandt, Rubens, and other great 
masters. 

During the absence of the Court a special order can be obtained 
from the Lord Chamberlain, at St. James's Palace, for admission to 
view the state apartments. 

The gardens attached to the palace are charming, and contain a 
pavilion designed by the late Prince Consort. 

The royal stables or mews are just in the rear of the building, and 
well worth a visit. 

KENSINGTON PALACE 

Is situated on the west side of Kensington Gardens. It was the resi- 
dence of the Duke and Duchess of Kent, and birthplace of Her 
Majesty; who, however, has never occupied it since her accession to 
the throne. It is a building of no other peculiar interest. It is now 
occupied by the Prince and Princess of Teck. 



LAMBETH PALACE, 

The official residence of the Archbishop of Canterbury, is situated at 
the foot of Lambeth Bridge. The Chapel, erected in the twelfth centui-y, 
and the Lollards' Tower, are interesting historical relics. The fonner,

(BSBKELEY SqITABE), 

Occupied by Uie Marquis of Laaadownc, which is celebrated for its fine 
collection of atatiiary.

THE NATIONAL GALLERY 

(Tbafaloab S^uake), 

As an architectural building, posBesBes little taate in its design. It 
is situated, however, in one of tbe very best situations in London, and 
was founded in tbe year 1824. It is here that the great collection of 
pictures, purchased by, or given, or bequeathed to the nation are 
exhibited. Formerly the annual exhibitions of the Boyal Academy 
were held here, one half of tbe building being devoted to that 
purpose. 

This OaJlery is rich in specimens of eveiy school (excepting the 
Spanish), but, in consequence of their being so numerous, it is quite 
impossible to mention even the most noted. A large number of 
pictures have been presented and bequeathed to the institution since 
its foundation; whilst over £100,000 hsve been expendedin the purchase 
of works of art since that time. 

This building is open to the public free, on Uondays, Tneedays, 
Wednesdays, and Saturdays ; tbe students' days being Thorsdaya and 
Fridays. It closes at 6 in the summer months, at 5 in the winter. It 
is usually closed from the middle of September to the end of October. 



THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 

The Exhibition of the above takes place at the new and splendid 
buildings comprising Burlington House, Piccadilly, annually, from 
May to July ; tbe pictures exhibited being always tbe latest works of 
living artists. Entrance fee, la.
